If any dispute 
arises as to the amount of expenses incurred for maintaining 
or repairing the work, the decision of the Collector shall be 
final.

An Act to provide for the maximum cultivation of, and the 
maximum use of water in, lands under command of Irrigation 
works in the Province of Bombay and for increased cultiva- 
tion of food crops in such lands. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the maximum 
cultivation of, and the maximum use of water in, lands under 
command of irrigation works in the Province of Bombay 
and in particular for the increased cultivation of food crops 
in such lands ; 

And Whereas the Governor of Bombay has assumed to 
lumself under the Proclamation dated the 4th November 
1939, issued by him under section 93 of the Government of 
India Act, 1935, all powers vested by or under the said Act 
in the Provincial Legislature ; 

Now, Therefore, in exercise of the said powers, the 
Governor of Bombay is pleased to make the following Act : — 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Bombay Irrigated Short title, 
Crop Regulation Act, 1944. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Province of Bombay. 

(3) It shall come into force in such area and on such date 
as the Provincial Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, direct.

7. Notwithstanding anything to the oontrary contained 
in the principal Act any expenses incurred by the 
Commissioner in the execution or intended execution of this 
Act may be paid out of the municipal fund. 

8. The benefit of any written permission granted under 
section 3 shall be annexed to and shall go with the ownership 
of the building, wall or other structure or private street, a* 
the case may be, in respect of which it was granted, and may 
be enforced by every person in whom that ownership is for 
the time being vested. 

9. No suit or other legal proceeding shall be instituted 
against the Corporation or the Commissioner or any municipal 
officer or servant in respect of any act in good faith done or 
intended to be done in pursuance of the provisions of this 
Act.

Whereas it is expedient to amend the .Bombay 
Municipal Boroughs Act. 1925, for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing ; 

And whereas the Governor of Bombay has assumed 
to himself under the Proclamation dated the 4th November 
1939, issued by him under section 93 of the Government 
of India Act, 1935, all powers vested by or under the said 
Act in the Provincial Legislature ;
